The End ef the Irish Church Question. 

The satisfactory settlement.of affairs in 
England, to which we referred yesterday, 
has now been formally ratified by the su- 
preme power in the Constitution—the House 
of Commons. Very shortly after the assem- 
blage of the pamic-stricken Lords at which 
they so speedily resolved to beat a retreat, 
and the negotiations for a surrender carried 
on between the prudent Lord Cams and 
theconeiliatory Lord GranviL_z,the terms of 
the treaty thus negotiated were brought be- 
fore the Commons for ratification. There was 
no difficulty interposed from any quarter, and 
nothing but reciprocal admiration and a 
suave interchange of compliments was the 
order of the day. Mr. Graneronz—“ with a 
heavy sense of responsibility, but with pro- 
found satysfaction”—rose to move formally 
the restoration of all the vital provisions of 


the bill. He spoke with an evident sense of
